* An interesting and well attend¬ 
ed meeting took place at Calgary 
when delegates representing all the 
districts concerned, attended an 
organization meeting of the new 
proposed Municipal Hospital Dis¬ 
trict. Most of the districts we.j 
overwhelmingly in favor of the 
scheme with a few dissenting par¬ 
ties who felt that the distance 
served was too great to be practi¬ 
cal. There was also a fear express¬ 
ed that such a scheme might mean 
the elimination of the local doctors 
and result in no help being avail¬ 
able in emergent 'cases. While 
the boundaries are subject to 
change upon fuller investigation 
cr by petition of the ratepayers, 
the present suggested district 
voul 1 serve a population of 26,000 
A 192 bed capacity is suggested. 
Mr. Sutermeister of Cluny made a 
motion that the entire district be 
supplied with ambulance service at 
a nominal figure and this motion 
passed unanimously. A two-thirds 
majority of ratepayers must ap¬ 
prove of the plan before a district 
can be accepted. Mr. Beechman 
and Mr. Holton were delegates 
from the Milo district. As far as 
the Milo district is concerned, 
since the ratepayers and the coun¬ 
cil had not come to a definite de¬ 
cision, the district is ruled out for 
the time being but can come In 
upon petition of the ratepayers. A 
meeting is to be held at Milo in 
the early part of February ana 
will be addressed by Mr. Wheatley, 
the president. Since theie is a dii- 
ftrence of opinion among the rate¬ 
payers and some show preference 
for the hospital at Bassano or the 
one at Vulcan, it is urged that as 
many as possible attend this meet¬ 
ing. It could well be that petty 
bickerings and personal differences 
could result in this district not bo- 
longing to any hospital district, 
Be sure and attend this uieer.mu
